Auto Workers went on strike 
against General Motors Corp.

White House Blasts Holding 
Of Hostages By Any Nation’

Attacking Cholera at Its Source 


Th e girding of th e World Health Organization to 
meet a sp reading ou tbreak of ch olera affords us an 
op p ortunity to learn more about man and th e way 
h e deals with p roblems. 
Sp read of th e disease h as been confirmed from 
Asia and th e Middle East to Guinea in West Af­ 
rica. 
THE 
INTERNATIONAL 
HEALTH 
agency 
is 
training 102 doctors from .14 African countries to 
deal with th e disease. 
Th ey are being introduced to new tech niques ca­ 
p able of limiting ch olera death s to about 1 p er 
cent comp ared to a fatality rate of 50 p er cent 
a few y ears ago. 
Many p eop le h av e died from th e new ou tbreak 
of ch olera and oth ers will su ccu mb before it i* 
brough t under control. 
It is good th at we h av e modern meth ods to deal 
with th e disease 
It also is good th at th e Wond 
Health Organization h as a p rogram to train doc­ 


tors to cop e with ch olera. 
Th is ap p roach — necessary as it is in an emer­ 
gency situ ation—does not get at th e source of th e 
p roblem. 
Ch olera is an infection of a p ortion of th e low­ 
er intestine. If not treated p rop erly it can cau ae 
death in a matter of h ours. 
Cause of th e deadly disease is simp ly p oor sani­ 
tation. It is sp read th rough contaminated water 
and food 
Natu rally cou ntries with p rimitiv e areas are 
likelv targets. 
CHOLERA HAS DISAPPEARED from eou ntriea 
as sanitation imp rov ed Th e same th ing could h ap ­ 
p en to underdev elop ed nations. 
Th e leaders of th ese nations — and oth ers arou nd 
th e world wh o would like to be of assistance—wou*d 
do well to scu ttle some of th eir lofty p olitical 
asp irations and deal with th e realities of th e mo­ 
ment like disease and u tter p ov erty . 


Building Hills and Mountains 


Th e Germans of West Berlin h av e done some 
landscap e engineering th at could lead to top ogra­ 
p h ical ch anges th rough out America in th e decades 
ah ead. 
Faced with th e need to remov e wartime bomb­ 
ing rubble from th e city , th e Berliners used it fo 
constru ct an articial h ill wh ich h as multip le uses. 
Known as Mount Ju nk, th e h ill is .160 feet h igh — 
th e h igh est elev ation in th e city . It offers ski ju mp s 
and toboggan cou rses for winter sp orts enth u siasts, 
a military observ ation p ost for th e Allies and v ine­ 
y ards wh ere it is not forested 
MORE THAN 25 MILLION cubic meters of debris 
were p iled up du ring th e last 10 y ears to form th e 
recreation h ill wh ich p rov ides th e best v iew of th e 
city of Berlin. 
Oth er h ills also h av e been built in th e city , 
using p art of th e 80 million cubic meters of ru b­ 
ble, th us modify ing th e terrain of th e sandy p lain 
on wh ich Berlin is situ ated. 
Now th e idea of creating h ills from refuse may 
be catch ing on in th e United States. 
In Ch icago, th e assistant ch ief engineer of th e 
Metrop olitan Sanitary District rep orted th at th e 
p rosp ect for a 1,000-foot-h igh refu se mountain looks 


v ery good He is awaiting a full engineering rep ort 
before p ush ing ah ead with th e p roject. 
And in New York City th e p resident of th e City 
Council said th at a site in th e Bronx would be ideal 
for a 2.500-foot-h igh mountain of comp acted and 
sanitized refuse. 
Th e cou ncilman's suggestion is th at th e city 's 
daily accu mu lation of 20.000 tons of refuse be used 
to constru ct a “recreation mou ntain and ski resort 
second to none.” 
He would not dump fresh garbage onto th e site 
selected for th e mountain but would like to see a 
sanitation p lant erected nearby . Th e p lant would 
p rocess garbage, sanitize it and comp act it for u se 
in construction of th e mountain 
ULTIMATELY HE ENVISIONS a mountain h alf 
a mile h igh . Since it is estimated to take 20 y ears 
to build a refu se mountain 1 000 feet h igh , th e p ro­ 
ject could solv e much of th e refu se p roblem of th d 
nation's biggest city for y ears to come. 
If th e p rojects are adop ted and p rov e successful 
h i Ch icago and New York, we can look for new 
top ograp h ical featu res to sp ring up th rough out th e 
nation. Refuse mountains will become p ublic p arks 
and p lay grou nds, forested and flowered — th anks 
to th e city p lanners in West Berlin. 


Albatross Around Uncle Sam's Neck 


Th is y ear th e nation's tax p ay ers will sp end al­ 
most $18 billion to finance th e $37 0-billion p ublic 
debt. Th is will be a ju mp of more th an 60 p er c*:nt 
ov er 1966, wh en interest ex p ense on th e debt 
amounted to “only ” $11 billion. 
But ev en th ough th e debt h as grown tremendou sly 
since World War II, its imp ortance as a factor in 
th e economy h as actu ally diminish ed because na­ 
tional income h as grown so rap idly du ring th e same 
p eriod. 
Th is reassu ring word comes from a banker, one 
of a notoriously conserv ativ e breed 
“ In relation to th e v itality of th e economy as a 
wh ole at a p articu lar time, th e size of th e national 
or p ublic debt is rath er incidental,” say s Donald C. 
Miller, senior v ice- p resident of Continental Hank 
of Ch icago 
Fu ndamentally , th e continual growth in th e su e 
of th e debt reflects th e increasing role of gov ern­ 
ment in American life, h e p oints out. 
We are basically a debt society . Th e w a y ou r 
sy stem works, we seem to need a lot of debt to 
run on. We all want h ouses now or th e car now, 
and most of us could not h av e th em if we h ad to 
p ay for th em on th e sp ot. 


Th e gov ernment is th e same way . Wh en our fax 
resou rces do not measu re up to ou r needs, we. as 
a nation, go into debt. Sometimes it is ju jified, 
sometimes it is not. 
Unlike an indiv idual, h owev er, wh o is ev entu ally 
called to account, a gov ernment can go on forev er 
refloating its debt with new borrowing, alth ough 
gov ernments can—and h av e—sp ent th emselv es into 
bankru p tcy th rou gh mismanagement. 
It h ap p ened in Germany after World War 1, wh en 
run away inflation rendered money almost worth ­ 
less, and it is h ap p ening in Brazil. 
But our p resent inflation h as been caused not *» 
much by th e debt itself as by th e ex p enditure« th at 
resu lt in th e debt, th inks Miller. 
“ We are a cy clical economy and at v an 
times 
h h as been necessary to run a deficit. Tne p ro­ 
blem h as been to generate th e (tax i surp luses to 
slow down th e economy at th e p rop er times.” 
Wh at we sh ould concentrate on now. say s th e 
banker, is doing a better job of p ay ing-as-we go 
for cu rrent p rograms. 


Wh ich is ex actly wh at th e President h as been 
try ing to tell Congress for th e p ast two y ears.

Cuts Interest Rale 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 
First Pennsylvania Banking and) 
Trust Co , the nation’s oldest 
bank, has cut its prime interest 
rate by one-half point. 
By doing so it became the 
first 
big American bank to 
adopt a 74 per cent 
interest 
charge on loans to blue chip 
borrowers during 1970. 
The reduction is effective to­ 
day. The move drew widespread 
attention in the financial com­ 
munity but no other banks fol­ 
lowed suit immediately. 
Two years ago. First Pennsyl­ 
vania. the city’s largest bank, 
was the first to drop its prime 
rate to 64 per cent. Other 
banks followed suit two weeks 
later. 
The prime rate is the inter­ 
est a bank charges large cor­ 
porate customers. Many econ­ 
omists have said a prime-rate 
reduction would stimulate the 
economy and create new jobs. 
When 
the

nounced Monday, many 
stock 
prices spurted ahead. When oth­ 
er banks did not follow suit, 
prices 
dropped 
again,

closed below the opening prices.
